Becau.se 
per.sons now on SltA will be given 
an opportunity to earn higher 
monthly budgets than they get in 
direct relief from SltA. ranks of 
the .self-help groups are expected 
to swell. 

The new .setup was explained in 
iletail today by It. .S. Shepherd, 
president and accountant of Santa 
Ana unit No. l.’j of the coojiera- 
livea. 

In the past, nicnibci.s of the <■<>■ 
operalivc.s, which originated in this 
county, have worked with no 
guarantee of what they would re- 
i;eive in return. At fir.st they 
merely collected surplus food, sold 
wofjd and tried to keep from go¬ 
ing on the relief roll.s during the 
years of I lie depre.s.slori.

Orange county’s biggest food 
market, the Empire grocery at 
Second and Broadway, will change 
hands Monday. 

In a deal already signed up, 
M. E. Hagan and Robert J. Vidal 
will take po.ss»esaion of the food 
market on Monday. The grocery 
formerly was owned by R. Y. de 
Britton. It was reliably reported 
that the deal involved $75,000 and 
that a warehouse stocked with 
$50,000 more in groceries has been 
purchased by the buyers. 

The entire transaction, involving 
$125,000, is the biggest food mar¬ 
ket deal in the history of Orange 
county. 

In announcing completion of the 
deal to The Journal, the new own¬ 
ers said that in the near future 
they will stage a gala grand open¬ 
ing event, which will be the out¬ 
standing merchandising event of 
the year. Plans for this big 
event \yill be announced later in 
The Journal. 

Hagan, who has had nation-wide 
experience in connections with big 
busine.ss firms, ha.s 11«.-d m this 
city for the past three years. Re¬ 
cently he has been connected with 
the Colgate, Palmolive and Pect 
company. He is per.sonally ac¬ 
quainted with .some of the biggest 
buyers of merchandise in the 
i entire United States. He has always 
j given local merchants 100 percent 
I support in buying at home.

PARIS. (.Ti- France struck 
while the iron was hot today to get 
all foreign influences out of the 
Spaiii.sh war. 

The government, .sensing a ripe 
movement in defeats and dissension 
involving Italian insurgent troops 
urged again that non-Spanish 
fighters be withdrawn from the 
war. At the same time it pushed 
for effective establishment of Eu¬ 
ropean neutrality control. 

Several hundred Frenchmen who 
went to Spain on their own initia¬ 
tive to fight on the side of the 
government have returned volun¬ 
tarily already. 

Meanwhile, bitter revolts 
against the regime of Generalissi¬ 
mo Francisco Franco, still smould¬ 
ering despite rnaas executions and 
arrests to crush them, were report¬ 
ed from new sections of insurgent- 
held Spain. 

Violent demonstrations against 
the insurgent leader in the key 
centers of Valladolid and Algeciras 
and even in Salamanca, the seat 
of his government, were said in 
information reaching here to have 
been suppressed only after many 
persons were wounded by troops 
firing on rioting crowds.

Active members will draw cash 
and commodities. All members 
share in profits. The more a mem¬ 
ber produces, the more his share 
in the profits will be. All prod¬ 
ucts of Orange county self-help 
units will go to a central ware¬ 
house in Ijoa Angeles. Units can 
borrow money from the state 
fund with which to launch and fi¬ 
nance projects. They can pay this 
money back out of earnings. They 
will be given book credits for their 
surpluses, disposed of by the state. 

It Is the intention of the cooper¬ 
atives to produce everything a 
family needs to live comfortably, 
with the exception of such Items 
as coffee and tea, which are Im¬ 
ported. Agricultural projects of 
every kind now are under way, 
and these will be expanded. Crops 
of every kind will grown, and 
a state soil expert is available for 
the cooperatives to tell them what 
and how to pUnt. 

"Varied Products 

Goods not produced in this 
county can be secured by order 
from the central warehouse. 
These items already include flour, 
rice, macaroni, spaghetti, graham 
flour, rolled oats, brown rice, long¬ 
horn cheese, salad oil, canned 
milk, ground coffee, green and 
black tea, cocoa, pesmut butter, 
prunes, beet sugar, white beans, 
pink beans, beans with pork, car¬ 
rots, peas, chill sauce, olive oil, 
peaches, peas, sauerkraut, syrup, 
tomatoes, catsup, soap, fruit sal¬ 
ad, jam, bread, milk, beets, tur¬ 
nips, onions, cabbage, potatoes, 
batteries, leather jackets and all 
types of clothing. 

Orange county units now are 
producing agricultural crops of 
various kinds, olive oil, canned 
goods of every description, all 
types of bakery products. They 
operate shoe shops, garages, fire¬ 
wood projects, poultry ranches 
vihlch supply eggs, dairies which 
supply milk, cream, butter, cot¬ 
tage cheese and buttermilk; cloth- 
ir.g projects, barber shops, hog 
farms, etc. Soon the units will 
have their own butcher ^ops, 
where they will distribute fresh 
beef, pork and other types of meat 
to their members.

— Unofficial approval 
for a city-owned sewage disposal 
plant, if Orange is able to with¬ 
draw from the county outfall sc'wer 
district, was given by four council- 
men today, following visits to simi¬ 
lar plants yesterday. 

After visiting plants at El Monte, 
Ontario, Colton and San Bernar¬ 
dino yesterday, Mayor A. (’. Boice 
said that if such a move is possible, 
Orange may withdraw from the 
outfall rlislrict and construct Ks 
own plant on 10 acn-s owned by the 
city near the Santa Ana river. 

Obtain Samples 

Councilmen making the trip were 
Carl ('arisen. Henry Bandick and 
J. E. Riley. All were agreed that a 
disposal plant is the best solution 
not only to the sewer problenj, but 
to the water problem as well. 

Clear samples of the purified 
water obtained are on di.splay at 
the city hall. The water so re¬ 
claimed can be used for <iil irriga¬ 
tion except root crops which are 
c.’.ten raw, the mayoi *^\plamed. 
and in (;nta»*io the gas extracted 
fion» (b- sewage is used to furnish 
power to nin the machinery. No 
□dor is present in or near the 
plants, the mayor pointed out. 

•Move Is Urged 

“Any city of the outfall sewer 
district could take the money it will 
cost for repair of the sewer line, 
and build their own disposal plant, 
and have money left over,” he 
added, (irange already owns the 
and, about 10 acres, near the Santa 
Ana river, which would he the log¬ 
ical location of such a plant, it was 
pointed out. 

“I do not wish to make the state¬ 
ment that Orange will have the 
plant and then have some action 
block the deal, such as the city’s 
not being able to withdraw from 
the outfall sewer district." Mayor 
Boice said, "hut if it can b<t ar- 
rangeil. Orange will reclaim ail of 
Its water, and not a drop will be 
lost."

TIGHTER TAX 
LAWS URGED 
FOR STATE 


SACRAMENTO. (JPI — Amend¬ 
ment of the state's personal in¬ 
come tax iaw and of the franchise 
tax act to “tighten them up" as- 
.sertedly in line with federal legis¬ 
lation was voted by the a.ssembly 
revenue and taxation committee 
! yesterday. 

Chief among the recommended 
; changes in the income tax act is 
I one providing actual residence 
; rather than the legal definition 
' shall determine who is subject to 
payment on their entire income 
instead of on just what portion 
eained in the state. 

The new law would read that 
j every person who is in the state 
of California for other than a 
temporary or transitory purpose 
, is a resident within the terms of 
I the income tax law unless he has 
a legally establi.shed residence 
: elsewhere. Every person who 
spends in the aggregate more than 
.six months of the taxable year 
within the state or maintains a 
permanent place of abode here is 
pre.sumed to be a resident of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Under the changes favored for 
the franchise tax act was one per¬ 
mitting coi-porations to ded.ict 
from their earnings s.ibject to tax¬ 
ation charitable contributions up 
to a total of 5 per cent of their 
whole income. 


To Ask Nuisance 
Taxes Extension 

WASHINGTON. (A»)—Chairman 
Doughton (D., N. C.) of the house 
ways and means committee said 
he expected soon to introduce a 
bill extending so-called “nuisance” 
taxes expiring in June and July.

T he Lone star rode snugly in her sheltered 
harbor. Outside, the west wind across Kasa- 
kokwog kicked up a vexing sea. 

We had come dov/n the Daw.son route in west 
ern Ontario, Pink and his wife and 1, from 
Wlndigoostigwan to .Sturgeon. Then, swinging 
north through Batchewaurig Lake and Mc- 
Alpine to Kasakokwog, within reach again ot 
our jumping-off place, the others had gone out, 
leaving me to venture alon ■ the long trail to 
Rainy Lake 

One trims a canoe for th( work m hand, 'i'hi 
blow wa.M hard, but not dangerous, so the Lonr 
Star rounded into the open lake, .swung into 
the west with a twist of the paddle and bore 
steadily into the teeth of the wind for the outlet 
and portage to Quetico. 

All aspects of the wilderness are heightened 
when one travels alone. In a country that is 
unfamiliar, little traveled am! .still partly un¬ 
mapped, there is even some of the tang of ex¬ 
ploration. "Rise free from care beyond the 
dawn," said Thoreau, and seek adventures. Let 
the noon find thee by other lakes and the night 
overtake thee everywhere at home There are no 
larger fields than these, no worthier games than 
may here be played." In tbis buoyant spirit the 
Lone Star coquetted with each beckoning point 
and kept her forefoot on the unfolding trail. 

For a whole <lay on Quetico she was wind- 
bound. I had camped where rangers had been 
building a log cabin, on the large island which 
commands the two main arms of the lake. It 
was a wonderful day, with brilliant sunshine, 
fleecy, scudding clouds, and waves dashing on 
the shore below the camp. The day passed with 
many pipes, the reading of Thoreau, a delightful 
companion on a wilderness voyage, and solicitous 
tending of the bean kettle over the rangers’ 
stone lire!)lace. 

Followed a day ot erratic zigzagging down 
the long south arm of the lake from point to 
point, each vantage disclosing a different charm. 
Gradually the light failed and loons serenaded 
the westering sun. with .lean Lake still two 
por'ages away 

The first portage was easy in the long Ontario 
gloaming. It ran beside a tumbling brook, scarce 
a hundred and fifty yards, to a little muddy 
lake on the side of a divide. It was nearly dark 
under the trees and a wise time to camp. But 
the mud-hole was dismal and rnosqulto-lnfested, 
while over the divide was Jean, whose charms 
had been foretold by i angers 

The canoe went first, while yet some taiiu 
suggestion of a trail persisted in the deepening 
gloom. At the end was a narrow Inlet, its black 
surface relieved by file skeleton arms of a fallen 
tree. On either .side the tall, black ranks of the 
forest shut in like a canyon. In the dusk between 
twilight and dark, tiie detail of tiie trees was 
lost, though tiieii feelings remained, like tiie 
impres.sionism of a pietoi lalist. I'he last trip 
went stumblingly, with unceitain leei sensing 
the different impact of the trail through the soft 
soles of the moccasins. Impressionism was gone. 
Floors and walls of the canyon were blended 
alike in a black, impenetrable void, over the 
center of whieti ran the narrow gray lialf-tone 
of the sky, shot across with tremulous Ha.shes 
of far distant lightning. 

Under the narrow gray band, tiie Lone Slat 
stole cautiously, following the turns at quarter- 
speed. The band widened gradually. At intervals 
it was luminous with puksating light. The im¬ 
pending, invisible walls drew back and a feeling 
of space ensued, as when one passes into a larger 
room The air blew fresher and with it came 
sharper Ha.shes, disclosing a little bay, at whose 
far side a jutting point gave promi.se of camp 
Outside the point the waves slapped .saucily 
in the stiffening breeze. On its hither .side the 
Lone Star tied up and made reconnaissance.

The lightning and the low, dull rum¬ 
bling of thunder promised an even race with 
the approaching storm, so the Lone Star turned 
quickly into the coming waves and made a lun 
for it. » 

With each succeeding flash the shore line 


bulked higher. Then it rose close at hand. In its 
shelter the restless water smoothed out and the 
canoe ran in beside a sheivlng rock, behind which 
.spread a level forest floor, bedded with thick, 
dry moss, which gave under the feet like a 
feather bed. It was the work of a moment to 
string the tent between two tiees, guy the ropes 
to one fallen behind and anchor the, sod cloth 
with broken limbs. Then came the duffle, [died 
along the wall, with the blanket laid on the moss 
beside. As the canoe came up the sloping rock, 
the promise of wind was fulfilled in the ticc- 
tops. The next .second it sti uck the walls of the 
tent with a bang and whifiped them straight 
out from their light restiaint. But still no rain. 
While the tent flapped in the wind, I groiied 
hurriedly on the shore for roeks and weighted 
it down [last all mischance. 

The vistaii ol tiie lightning gave [dace to a 
picture by candle-light the snug, closed walls 
of the tent, a [die of dunnage; the warm, invit¬ 
ing blanket; a pall of water from the lake; some 
cold broiled lice no need of Omar s wine And 
among all these changing scenes an aural mem¬ 
ory persists -the sweeping rush of wind through 
pines, shattered with dash on crash of thunder; 
a smaller note of water dashing constantly upon 
atones. Constantly, too, falls the sound of rain 
on taut-stretched silk

On Burntsides Lake the map ran out. It 
show’ed no outlet. The way was a blank. So the 
Lone Star cruised anxiously around the shore 
line and nosed expectantly into every reedy bay 
and sluggish inlet. Night shut down with the 
search unfinished.

In the 
morning the outlet was found, completely hid¬ 
den behind a point. It was still and wide, like 
an arm of the lake, and led through many turns 
to a falls, with a portage. From here a slender 
river, the Clearwater Over Sands, ran down 
Long grasses lined its shores, and gray tama¬ 
racks, and it twisted and wound bewltchlngly. 

Throughout all the winding course from Burnt- 
sides only dead reckoning had indicated that we 
might come out at the lower end of Sturgeon, 
acioss from Maligns Portage, where the mis¬ 
called and generally peaceful river of I he same 
name makes a bold start.

with 13, soon passed through the steel doors ot 
Oregon's state pri.son at Salem. The hand of 
the law, in the person of a daring Jewish police 
detective, had laid by the heels the most vicious 
criminal at large. 

Y KS, to Dan Weiner went the cheers. He had 
all the "stuff” that makes a great officer. His 
capture of Tracy and his pal made him famous 
overnight. But he was to go to greater heights. 
He was soon to track down and knock over the 
international criminal, William Barrett—num¬ 
ber one bank and diamond robber of the new¬ 
born century. 

As result of this exploit Dan Weiner left the 
police to take private service for the protection 
of the bank treasures of Portland. He had the 
goodwill of his brother officers in the police de¬ 
partment. All e-steemed him except the crooks 
he had smashed. When he died his deeds and his 
pictures were front page news in every paper 
in his state. 

But we must return to Tracy. We must 
squeeze through the big front door of Ore¬

Then hell broke loose in Salem! 

The two Winchesters that had rested so peace¬ 
fully in the mould belched flaming lead. Ferrell, 
the guard, crumpled in death. The shop guard, 
Girard, dived behind a mould in time to save 
his life. Convict Ingham, a life term man, sprang 
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like a panther on Harry Tracy. A slug from 
Merrill toppled him over in a spasm of death. 

All was in an uproar in the stove room. The 
cracking rifles, the whining lead, whipped the 
crowded convicts to a bedlam of fear and frenzy. 
No "cheap-and-quicky" of modern movieland 
has ever shot par with that seven-o’clock-in- 
the-morning melodrama of 1902. "Men Go Mad 
Among the Prison Stove-moulds.” 

But now the desperado gunmen raced for the 
great outdoors. Before S. R. T. Jones, wall 
guard high on the stockade corner, could pull 
a trigger Tracy had knocked him out of his 
tower with two quick shots. Guard Tiffany spray¬ 
ed the ground with a .stream of gunfire from 
his perch on the wall. While his lead spattered 
harmles.sly about the prison yard Tracy blasted 
him from the stockade with one bullet. He 
plunged to the ground on the outside of his 
wall. Merrill sent Guard Duncan Ross sprawl¬ 
ing on his face with a bullet that took him out 
of the fight. 

In the wink of an eye the two fleeing convicts 
planted a ladder against their one remaining 
barrier the outside wall. Then, amid the blow¬ 
ing of whistles, hoarse shouts, wdld panic and 
the rush of guards, Tracy and Merrill sprang 
for freedom. 

Tiffany, the guard, lay wounded just outside 
the .stockade where the men came down. They 
jerked him up between them. Dragging him 
along as a shield from the new force of guards 
that poured over the wall, they hauled the 
bleeding man to the edge of the woods.

W HEN Warden James sent out his SOS 
every sheriff, cop and constable grimly 
reached for his gun.

They 
came out of nowhere to rob a man named 
Stewart of his clothes in a lonely street. A mo¬ 
ment later under the gun, a truckman named 
Welch handed over a second outfit. After that 
they whisked two good horses out of the La- 
baucher .stable and vani.shed once more into the 
night. 

In the morning .someone caught a fla.sh of 
them at Brooks, a small .station north of Salem 
on the Southern Pacific. That night a posse 
brought up with the fleeing convicts. Tracy and 
Merrill stood a couple of possemen against a 
barn and took their guns! 

Two days after the prison break 50 armed 
men had the fugitives surrounded in the woods 
near Gervais, still farther north. Oregon was 
in a panic. Men for miles around were called 
to arms. The governor ordered out the National 
Guard. 

By nightfall a hundred deputies and citizens 
and a Guard company had the murderers belted 
in with a ring of steel, awaiting the daylight 
to make the kill. But when they tightened their 
lines at dawn -they had closed in on a vacuum! 

Tracy and Merrill had given the slip to the 
armed forces of Oregon. For even then they 
were heading swiftly for the Columbia River 
and the State of Washington that lay beyond

I pulled 
up the no.se of the Nieuport as far as it would 
go . . . but there wa.s nothing to do hut head for 
a nearby grouji of trees, trusting to the good 
(iod and a man's luck to liil them near the top. 
We did . . . .some of the upper limbs sheering 
off. Then oiir landing gear tangled in branches, 
and over we went, upside down. Not badly, it 
wa.s about a i2 foot crash, at the end. Crashes 
are strange affairs. Minor ones often kill you, 
and gre.'it ones occasionally spare pilot and ob¬ 
server. f)ur plane's nose buried itself in the soft 
e.arth It was a had spill for the wounded pilot, 
and shook me up considerably , . . left a few 
scratches on me. But we were at least within 
the lines, and before long Frogs came running 
up to investigate. Kxpectlng, probably, to bury 
two more air casualties . . . and we surprtsed 
them by being very much alive. 

Hieutenant Rensaleve went back to Blighty, 
and I never .saw him again: he’d saved his life 
and my own by quick thinking and pluck. I 
heard later that he came out of the hospital a 
well man and was reassigned to duty. Whether 
he lived out the war or not, I never knew. 




O RDFR.S called me to Dunkirk for work in 
conjunction with naval action. Before its 
devastation by long-range guns it had been a 
picturesque, quiet little place . . . popular with 
tourists. When I rolled in, it was desolate. Roofs 
were gone, anil the effect of those murderous 480 
mm. guns which later I was to search for . . . was 
ail too plain. The Allies had started a new avia¬ 
lion base there. For exiiedltions which soon would 
bomb Zeebrugge and Ostend, and locate stray 
U-boats. A group of navy officers loafed near a 
few hydroplanes, bombers, and several Shor 
hydroplanes. 

My first flight as an observer on this new job 
was a jaunt to the Zeebrugge mole, some 45 
miles. We carried the usual eight bombs, and 
kept well off shore, out of range of land* bat¬ 
teries. All sea planes of the group were equip¬ 
ped with carrier pigeons in a .small cage; these 
were our S. O. .S. in case of trouble. 

Ten miles out of Zeebrugge we were sighted. 
Germans opened fire with 200 mm.’s but their 
aim was wild. We flew over the old mole and 
they opened up on us with 77's. Hanging as low 
as we dared, I sighted several destroyers and 


U-boats. We banked over them, dropping lower 
still, and tossed out eight bombs. We jirayed, 
hoped they’d ilo sound exeC4ition . . , but it was 
getting too hot in the ;iir to await definite infor¬ 
mation, and we started back for the base. Fritz 
was taking to the air, and we hoped he would be 
too late to catch us. Several 77'a came close as 
we slipjicd out to sea. A round dozen of parting 
kisses from their 200's . . . and we were out of 
range. Coming at us, pa.ssing with throttles open, 
were five British scouting planes headed for the 
Germans who had risen to follow. But Fritz was 
late, as usual. Pilots who had bi’cn bombing 
Zeebrugge daily reported that the Germans 
never did get into the air in time to reply effec¬ 
tively. 

Our scouting planes were led by a tall, dark 
Frenchman . , . Commander Hoppe, a man with¬ 
out fear, an officer with a jx-t theory which he 
put into constant practice: “We must continue to 
kill Boche. Deail Boche never return to fighti" 
In keeping with his motto, I .saw him time and 
again fly low and rake troop trains with machine 
gun fire. He was a ma.ster pilot, probably the 
man for w'hom the word "Ace" was coined. It 
was a new, and different sort of honor. G. H. Q. 
ruled that when a pilot brought down five enemy 
planes all verified by witnesse.s his conquests 
were to be enumerated in .sequence, and Head¬ 
quarters notified. He then was cited in the of¬ 
ficial communique . . . and thereafter his me¬ 
chanics addre.ssed him as "Ace" . . the highest 
in the deck. Mechanics became proud of thel^" 
Aces, jealoiis of their own reflected glory. 

An engineer Bechereau brought out an en¬ 
tirely new machine, called a Spad. It was a su¬ 
perior job, faster and easier to handle; yet a 
number of veteran pilots still swore by the Nieu- 
ports to which they were accustomed. 

I wonder what young fliers of today - with 
confusing instrument boards, artificial horizons, 
and so on would do if they could take the con¬ 
trols of an ancient De Havlland, Spad, Camel 
or Jenny? The instrument boards of our ma¬ 
chines contained only a gas gauge and oil gauge 
. . . little more. 

The Allies needed artillery more than ever, 
and anti-aircraft weapons. Never before in his¬ 
tory had such heroic attempts been made to de¬ 
velop mobile guns as large as naval guns. We 
were taking part in a new era of warfare . . . 
that of naval artillery. The Allies constructed 
special flatcars to carry guns as big as 15 and 
17 Inches. Air raids over London and Paris had 
sent French and British into frantic conferences 
to develop larger caliber guns . . . and methods 
of making these mobile. When the Central Pow¬ 
ers destroyed the supposedly impregnable forts 
at Liege it was the death of stone and steel forti¬ 
fications . , . and when they mounted 15-inch 
naval guns by the woods near Luegenboon and 
shelled Dunkirk, all available artillery men were 
ordered to land a.ssignments in various capaci¬ 
ties. In this dragnet I was caught, among hun¬ 
dreds of other spare gunners. 

My temporary assignment was to one of the 


Archie baUcries, m London anti-aircraft guns 
which with the first siren cut the sky with 
.stabbing white ribbons of light. We'd .start shell¬ 
ing any suspicious looking cloud, or the shadow 
of one . . . and only once liiil I see a sausage Zep, 
and then for only a fleeting moment before it 
passeil into the heart of a cloud . . . as we con¬ 
tinued to rake the sky. In nights that followed, 
Grey's Inn was bombed from the air, Aldgate, 
High Street. Wellington Street and the Strand 
suffered from the high-flying Zeps. Kvery moon¬ 
less night was a repetition . , . bombing, scurry¬ 
ing citizens, and the Zep vanished. During the 
day police cars cruised the .streets, i.ssuing warn¬ 
ings of po.s.sible air raids. It didn't prevent disas¬ 
ter. Berlin's schedule was carried out like clock¬ 
work. Covent Garden, .lohn Street. Cleopatra’s 
Needle, and the General Post Office showed the 
effects of hovering Zeps. The total for such a 
great city was not big . . but some 700 houses 

were wrecked or damaged, over 1400 killed 
among non-combatants, and 3400 wounded. It 
couldn’t continue long without spreading panic, 
and the Admiralty took extreme measures . . . 
built more planes to chase Zeps at night, in¬ 
stalled more anti-aircraft guns. 

The French High Command asked for a mis¬ 
sion in Paris, to discover the location of Big 
Bertha . and a group of plotters and gunners 
were sent over to plot backwards the shells 
which fell dally on Paris. I was detailed as staff 
officer, a job not to my liking, but brass hats 
don’t consult a man’s wishes . . . and off to Par4s 
we went to .solve the riddle. 

Air ob.servations had shown nothing. The next 
step was to figure the arc backwards, recon¬ 
structing shell fragments which had been col¬ 
lected, and by deduction to determine where the 
offending gup was situated. How many miles 
from Paris? No one did more than guess, and 
meanwhile a daily shelling took place. 

Paris seemed resigned to the war, to Big 
Bertha’s activities and everything else. I asked 
men on the street how they stood it so stoically. 

"C'e.it la (juerre was the invariable reply. 
That was the answer to everything death, 
wounds, wrecked homes, and birth. 

A few hours after we arrived a projectile fell 
in Rue Folguiere near the subway station, kill¬ 
ing four and wounding 20. 

W E computed the angle of the shell theoret¬ 
ically, allowing for some error . . . and the 
velocity was figured at some 5200 feet a second. 
But the greatest velocity known by the Allies 
was 3200 feet per second ... no guns they pos¬ 
sessed did more than that. And to make it more 
impossible, no point in the line of the western 
front brought the Germans closer than 74 V 4 
miles. The problem was baffling, and experts 
believed that any velocity above 3900 feet pe/ 
second was improbable . . . virtually Impossible 
due to the tensile strength of steel and the ex¬ 
treme length required of such a gun. The Ger¬ 
mans must have developed a slower burning 
powder . . . and when we a.ssumed the caliber to

be 100, the powder pressure would of nece.ssitj 
have to be .54,000 pounds per square inch if the 
shell welghcfi 300 pounds. Most of this figuring 
was the trial and error method, which continued 
for days. 

The fifth day dawned, with little progre.ss. No 
shells from Big Bertha had been reported to the 
Dfflcer of the Defen.se of Paris . . . across the 
narrow hall from the Prefect of Police. Gendarmes 
kept him informed by telephone of the exact time 
and spot where each new shell plumped into 
Pans . and each arrival took its place on a 
large map. But this morning it was quiet, and I 
left the confines of the plotting room to cross the 
avenue to a bar. It was time for cognac. 

As I ordered, I glanced into the mirror across 
the bar and fell to gazing at the man beside me. 
Ihcie seemed .something vaguely familiar about 
him. and about the man next to him. . . . You 
can't always place a man at once, and I wasn't 
sure who it might be. Suddenly it came back. 
The man on my right had changed a bit, and 
wore the uniform of a high Russian officer. 

"Bill Nye ..." I muttered, then spoke aloud. 
Bill Nye!" 

He turned, looked me over coldly. "General 
Nye. sir of the Second Volunteer Army of South 
Ru.ssia. " Clearly, he didn’t remember me, 

I told him about the old days in China, and 
mentioned Spike Hilliard, who had introduced us 
so long before. Then he remembered. 

"The kid with the British at Peking —" he said, 
and laughed. He .slapped my .shoulder, and his 
other arm seized the man be.side him, pushing 
him at me. It was Spike the .same, only some¬ 
how different. Older, lines of care around his 
eyes. 

"Spike!" I yelled, and grabbed him. "Spike! 
Where the devil did you <irop from? What are 
you doing here? Where are you going, you old 
buzzard?" I chattered at him as his great hands 
held my arms tightly. We'd all grown up since 
China days, but I still felt like a boy when Spike 
wa.s e 'oiind 

“You look all right, lad, ” Spike said, "I thought 
I'd pica you up .somewhere about. Probably at 
.some bar . . .” He wa.s still ironic, sturdy, broad 
of shoulder, the same gruff kindne.ss in his heavy 
voice. 

Time had brought changes. Spike had been an 
"owner" like my.self, had sailed his own ship 
in the North .Sea, and been .sent to Paris on 
special duty , . intelligence, I thought; he never 
told me. being too bii.sy remembering old times. 
General Nye had come up from Second Batalllon, 
E Company, of the United States 14th Infantry, 
to commander of the South Russian army, sta¬ 
tioned in the Crimea. He was buying supplies in 
Paris. 

For a short hour we renewed the past, talking 
of times that had gone . . . days when we'd 
stormed Peking, mixed with Boxers and Imperial 
troops, and thought we were .saving the world 
for white civilization. Here we stood again, do¬ 
ing something similar - or liking to think so.

dorf were employing what we called leap-frog 
tactics . . . alternately shelling with high expio 
.sives, then with gas. It grew so violent that every 
man was forced to wear a gas mask. Fort-like 
tanks rumbled over fields of mud. Wounded lay 
for hours where they fell, until delayed stretcher 
bearers and ambulances came up. It was com 
parable to a maniac’s nightmare. Concentrated 
artillery fire wrecked our railway tracks, gun 
crews were slaughtered, locomotives were 
sma.shcd, boilers shot away. It grew worse daily. 
It was impossible to salvage the heavy guns, and 
before we evacuated, our gun crews smashed 
them with sledge hammers, iron bars and what¬ 
ever was at hand . . . anything to make them un¬ 
fit for further service. Under the questionable 
protection of Allied machine guns—a stubborn 
rear guard—we retired, not too gracefully. 


A SIREN interrupted us, whining above the 
city with a moan like a child crying. 

I had to go. 

"Spike, where can I find you tonight?” 

“Here, son—right here I imagine, some time 
before midnight. If I don’t come in, no need in 
waiting for me." 

Out I rushed, back to the plotting room where 
more fragments of shell were being recon¬ 
structed. That night I waited for Spike in the bar, 
but he didn’t come. I never saw him again. After 
20 years and more is he reading about him.self 
somewhere, remembering a brief hour in that 
little Paris bar? You never know when a m.an 
will di.sappear from your life; I hadn’t guessed 
he wouldn't return that night, or I should have 
left the plotting room to Itself, and stayed with 
Bill Nye and Spike. 

Our shell reconstruction indicated Big Bertha 
was a 15-inch gun lined down to 8.3 inches . . . 
supposedly some 79 feet long, hurling a shell 
weighing 3,50 pounds, around 59 Inches long, and 
pointed with two copper bands. We computed it 
to be 104 caliber, with muzzle velocity of about 
5000 feet per second and a range of 67 miles. 
Elevation about 55 degrees. 

This meant that I was assigned to aeronautic 
survey, photographing the landscape between 
Paris and 75 miles away. Big Bertha must be 
silenced. There seemed to be more than one great 
gun, for shell fragments showed a difference of 
rifling. 

We covered hundreds of square miles, and fit¬ 
ted together pictures taken from several planes 
. . . and at last produced a comprehensive map 
for Headquarters to examine. Our Job was com¬ 
pleted: it was up to others to figure Just where 
the gun or guns might be located. In that special 
duty, my usefulness was ended, and I was left 
without assignment. 

A transfer came ... to assist in the emplace¬ 
ment of a great gun in the Vallly counter-defense 
region, a new innovation in "heavies.” This one 
section was held by seven divisions, three of 
which were British. Shock troops under Luden- 


M ILLIONS of words have been written on 
battle scones along the western front . . . 
but one thing a man learns, which is simple; you 
grow to look at such experiences in an abstract 
way. It must be .so, for once you recognize hor¬ 
ror as reality, you are lost. You look at the man 
next to you, wishing that he did not have to en¬ 
dure the agony in store for him in the coming few 
minutes . . . but you forget younself, that you 
al.so are there, equally open to disaster. 

In that evacuation I came across a lad in his 
early twenties; he w'as a gentle person, who had 
led a sheltered life, caught in this terror. He was 
frankly mi.serable, sick at heart and weary in 
body ... his face pale and drawn. My hand fell 
on his .shoulder. 

What’s wrong, son?” 

I m not afraid of death . . . there’s too much 
of it about to make it unu.sual." 

It wa.sn’t death that bothered him. He'd lost 
his "dog tag," the identification disk every man 
wore on a cord around his neck. "I’ve a mothei 
and two sisters . . . and a girl back in Lynn 'Val 
ley. England. Shan’t see them again, you know 
. but it i.sn’t that. But I don’t want to be 
tos.sed into an old trench and lost among so 
many unidentified bodies." 

No one would miss me, so I gave him my tag 
—changing the aerial number on it to agree with 
the one he'd lo.st and strung it around his neck. 

That night he went West. He was picked up 
and taken to a field hospital, but it was too late. 

I wrote to his mother that he died for the glory 
of the Empire, and that he had been given the 
"La.st Post.” 

Veterans of the Civil War like to say today, 
“You think that was war, eh? You should have 
been at the battle of Shiloh. Your little fracas 
at the Marne and Meuse-Argonne was child's 
play. You don’t know what a war’s like!” * 

Yet history credits the Meuse-Argonne with 
the largest number of men in mortal conflict, 
the greatest artillery duels the world has known 
When I go, I want to be where things are hap¬ 
pening -in some sort of war, where the gods of 
conflict rule. Rather that, than to shoulder my 
way into oblivion from the blowing flaps of a 
■ quiet tent. 

If a man’s thoughts and actions are his life 
. . . then when you have lived with wars most of 
your years, you think in terms of war. No mat¬ 
ter how u.sele.ss most of these are . . . the habit 
of a lifetime is strong. It sends you, restless, dis¬ 
content, from one disturbance to another, feel¬ 
ing that here . . . here at last you will find peace 
from the monotonous horror of cities in the wild 
dance of plunging horses, screaming shells, men 
who shout and run forward. 

Those four world-war years settled nothing 
. . they were but the result of signs men could 
have read in ’12 and ’13. The same monstrous 
warning is written in the sky again ... and be¬ 
low this scrawled portent, Europe and Asia are 
armed encampments encircling battlefields soon 
to be swept by artillery Are. 

When it breaks, I hope to be there.

I T HAS been a Joy to write these few brief 
chapters of things which are etched as clear¬ 
ly in memory today as the hour they happened

O NE of those Southwestcrs 
that blow up suddenly with¬ 
out warning was fast increasing 
in intensity, howling eerily and 
threatening to carry away tar¬ 
paulins exposed to its fury on the 
deck of the battleship.

I N HIS new book “The Sea of 
Grass,” Conrad Richter fulfills 
the promi.se he gave in hi.s “Early 
Americana.” Mr, Richter has been 
for years interested in early 
Amerieana.

Lutie Cam¬ 
eron comes from St. I.ouis to the 
ranch in the heart of the vast 
Southwestern country to marry 
Colonel Hrewton, fiery and arro¬ 
gant, most important man in the 
section. .Small, delioale, fcniinine, 
reared in the coinfc/rl of the city, 
she grows to hale the harsh land 
of her husband. She bears him 
two children Her name is linked 
with that of one Brice Chamber- 
lain, a lawyer who.se way of 
thinking and whose purposes the 
Colonel despises. When Lutie can 
no longer bear living in this hated 
hut fascinating land, she leaves 
her husband and her children. 
The life of Brock, her younger 
child, around whose paternity 
there is centered a mystery, ends 
in 'tragedy. 

Rut this story of Lutie and 
Colonel Brewton, of .liinmy and 
Brock, the children, and of Brice 
Chamberlain, are not so import¬ 
ant. The real conflict, the real in¬ 
terest, is the story of the land. 
The book I.s the story of a time 
of change. It is a time of struggle 
between the old and the new. The 
old o v'nr ■■banging, Brewton fights 
fiercely against that c hange. Brice 
Cnaninc.-'lain struggle.s for it 
for the nesters who are invading 
the laiid won and enriched by the 
strength and passion of men like 
Brewton. Fighting the last battle 
of liis life agains’t hojiclc.ss odds, 
having no weapons to u.se, his old 
violence of no avail, Brewton 
must lo.se. In the end it is Lutie 
who i.s strong. 

Mr. Richter is too good a tech¬ 
nician to teli his .story as one 
of violence. He makes it more 
powerful by only suggesting vio¬ 
lence. It is there, but only threat¬ 
ened a dark brooding .shadow 
over the vast land. 

Conrad Richter knows words 
and their power. He uses them 
sparingly but well. Me makes 
them sing. TTiey obey him. In a 
short paragraph or two he de¬ 
scribes the struggle in all its 
depth, all its implications, and 
in those few sentences he draws 
character: 


patches of the settlers’ winter 
wheat and rye. .ludge Chamber¬ 
lain said as the rains continued 
that Cod w.as clearly on the side 
of the settlers. The setUers’ 
wheal stood golden in the sun. 
The heavy heads of the sctticr.s’ 
rye knocked off men’s hats. And 
the settlers' corn could swallow 
up a horse and rider. . . . 

“But all those months he wrote 
me firmly that gra.s.s was good 
and beef high, that iny B B mare 
had a pinto colt, that the hands 
and children sent me their best 
and he remained my uncle, .las. 
B,, I knew from other sources that 
his favorite saddle hor.se, Pompey, 
had thrown and tangled himself 
in ncster barlrod wire until he had 
to be shot; that in sheltered ca- 
nadas his cowhands were digging 
up the telltale burieil horns and 
(-ross B hides of butchered 
troeves; and that a score of nest- 
ers were suing him in .Iiidgc 
Chamberlain's court for the de- 
struetlon by his cattle of their 
crops and ganlens.’’ 

And when ho describes the 
country he love.s one ran almost 
sec the vast mile.s of gra.s.s .sway- 
'og in llie wind, .see the lights 
gleaming through the windows of 
the huge old ranch hou.se, the 
hou.ses and fences of the nesters, 
the wooden sidewalks and garish 
saloons of that frontier town, .sec 
the herds of fat cattle moving 
over the great "sea of grass.” 

And, like Conrail Richter, who 
is a little .sentimentaJ, who has 
taken his place an a writer of 
we.stern fiction, who has a knowl- 
cflge of land and of people, who 
Is a good writer, one must feel a 
little .sad that that lusty pioneer 
blood is quieted now, that fron¬ 
tier settlements have become

We talked with one plantation executive, ad¬ 
mitted sheepishly that we were in the islands 
to hunt for buried gold, sufferefi ourselves to be 
laughed at while he explained:

Honolulu harbor, this treasure is money that has 
been missed by the native diving boys of the 
port. These graceful children of the sea get most 
of the coins, but occasionally some elude them 
and fall to the bottom of the harbor. And thou- 
•sands of visitors each year toss coins to the 
clamoring young.sters! 

Hawaii golden islands In every sense of the 
word the one place in the world where you can 
find every type of treasure, every kind of treas¬ 
ure hunt. It's In the sea, the honeycombed hills, 
but most of all perhaps, it's In the soil.

Hawaiian Islands Quite Frequently

of the world—was the swirl of the Californio 
gold rush. Hordes of future prospectors poured 
into the islands after 'rounding Cape Horn. 
Many who "struck it rich” on the mainland 
wintered there. Others went through Honolulu, 
generally sojourning at this earthly paradise, 
on their way to or from Califonia. 

The fortune in gold dust was brought to Ha¬ 
waii by one Caspar Marks. Henry Butler, a 
resident of the islands, offered to sell the gold 
dust for Marks. Butler later claimed he handed 
the gold over to a merchant. This statement 
was, however, denied by the merchant. Litiga¬ 
tion resulted, but the gold—valued at $15,000— 
was never reported found. 

Natives darkly hinted about seeing a cloakco 
figure carrying a shovel and a pouch sneak up 
the roadway and into the brush of Nuuanu 
Valley one night at this time. If they knew 
more, they would not reveal it. It is likely that 
if there was such a person, he threatened the 
natives into vows of silence. 

Somewhere in Nuuanu Valley, then, the trees 
lire still lies buried. 

And there are other talcs, tales of even morr

Fabulous stories of native treasure abound 
in the Hawaiian Islands, too. according to 
legend. (We mention this in ca.se you .shrink 
from the idea of having to carry a lot of heavy 
gold home with you, and would rather pick up 
a fancy little feather coat like, for Instance, 
the one on display at the Bishop Museum at 
Honolulu: value, $1,000,000.1 

Here. then, is the perfect setting for the 
treasure hunt. A mid-Pacifle isle where the 
brilliant rays of the sun shine on a scene of 
lush tropic beauty—an Isle much as we would 
imagine the locale of Robert Louis Stevenson's 
classic "Treasure Island" The sky as blue as 
an Irish lass's eyes; the green breakers softly 
rushing up the firm, white sands of the beach 
and slowly retreating with a deep sigh, where 
the palm fronds stir and wave in the light 
breeze, and fragrant flowers cover the tree- 
swept hillsides—this is Hawaii, the ideal spot 
for treausure hunting. 

And treasure there is! But only those free 
of "fearsome taboos” will find It—and then 
perhaps not even they. If you are interested . . 

Somewhere In the valley of, Nuuanu there 
may be a treasure -a real treasure. Half a 
century before the Islands became American 
territory, nearly 500 ounces of gold mysteri¬ 
ously disappeared.

treasure of the Hawaiian Islands There la some 
thing tangible, something you can see, feel and 
taste, something well,” they hesitate.

Active treasure hunters would do well to heed 
this advice, for Hawaii today produces more 
sugar than any other area in the United States 
supports within the indii.stry more than half 
the gainfully employed island residents 

But youth is not so practical. They insist on 
the thrill of search, on the chance of being, as 
were not .so long ago. two plantation workers, 
headline fodder for one of the latest "discov¬ 
eries'' of the legepdized buried treasure. These 
two were Wilbur Craw and Tex Brodie, and if 
it hadn't been for the competition, both claim 
they would be wealthy today. 

Near Mokapu Point, a few miles from Hon¬ 
olulu, on the windward side of the island, they 
reported an ancient burial cave. It was reputed 
to hold pricelp.ss mu.seum pieces a double out¬ 
rigger canoe, feather work and other relics of 
an ancient royal personage.

Although many vegetables can 
be grown in Orange county 
through most of the year, anyone 
contemplating a home garden 
should plant most of it in the near 
future for best results. Assistant 
Farm Advisor Ross E. Crane said 
today. With ample moisture in 
the soil from extra heavy rainfall, 
and soil temperatures gradually 
warming with longer days, opti¬ 
mum conditions for planting a 
home garden are expected in 
April, according to Crane. 

"Although the economic advan¬ 
tage of growing home vegetables 
may not be important, working 
with soil and plants is recreation 
and relaxation for many people,” 
he said. "AI.so the healthful ex¬ 
ercise and the resultant abundant 
supply of home-grown fresh appe¬ 
tizing vegetables are important in¬ 
fluences for better health. 

"From the amount of rainfall 
we have received this .spring, a 
home garden will need only a 
small amount of irrigation water, 
so this expense will be at a mini¬ 
mum. 'Vegetables that are rather 
ea.sy to grow and which are pop¬ 
ular with the family are string 
beans, tomatoes, sweet corn, cu¬ 
cumbers, squa.sh, carrots, turnips, 
beets and lettuce. Some growers 
may also want to plant a row of 
radishes or spinach, which are 
probably the quickest of all vege¬ 
tables to mature. 

“California Circular No. 26, ‘Thf 
Home Vegetable Garden,’ coven 
the home garden in detail. Sub¬ 
jects discus.sed in the bulletin, be¬ 
sides a suggested planting date 
calendar and a list of vegetable 
in,secta and recommended control, 
are: Amount of .seed to plant, 
planting distances, varieties of 
vegetable crops, planning the gar¬ 
den, .soil preparation, fertilizers, 
irrigation, and control of annual 
pests. Copies of this circular are 
available at the farm advisor's of¬ 
fice in the court house annex.”

.shafien .sluggariis! IVrsons with 
e.xccssivc Uiyroids. on the other 
hand, become nervous, tempera¬ 
mental, and if the action of the 
glami IS great, the body may ac¬ 
tually tear itself apart until death 
results. 'Hie thyroid is the groat 
driving balance wheel neither too 
fast nor too slow for- a happy, 
healthy existence.” 

This is str'ong language an*l it i.s 
amazing that in the brief 40 years 
since many of us got out of ino'li- 
eal school, little or nothing was 
Imown of the character' an<l influ¬ 
ence of this or'gan. 

.Most of us are familiar now 
with its location astride the, wind¬ 
pipe. We know that its size should 
never disfigure the natural con¬ 
tour of the throat. Indeed, its av¬ 
erage weight should not he far 
from an ounce. Most of u.s know 
from personal experience that 
.sometimes we have a sensation of 
fullness or pressure as if the or¬ 
gan had suddenly puffed up. 

J'he thyroi*! gland, then, has 
two sp(*cifie things to do. Gne i.s 
to store up its own special secre¬ 
tion known as lliyioxin. The sec¬ 
ond function is to r’elease this .se- 
ci'etion to the blood, “if, when, and 
how.” as needed.
